simo Chian.; Kai-Shek. 
After expressing the "heartfelt 
greetings 
of

p a rt n e rs 
the 
people of tho United States,” the 
President said: 
“Our friends have long known 
what our enemies are learnin g to­ 
day, that the promises of tile United 
States a re til w ays kept 
and 
our 
pledges a re always redeemed.” 
Excerpts from former presiden­ 
tial addresses in which Mr. Roose­ 
velt declared that Ja p a n will lie 
bombed constantly and said that 
the massed angered forces of com­ 
mon humanity will finish this war 
st arted by tin* militarists of Berlin 
an d Tokyo, were broadcast in the 
chief executive’s own voice.
